Aa the education of the public progresses in 
aanftary matters, the tendency to criticiie offi* 
cials responsible for conditions that are not as 

they should be be- 
comes more pronounc* 
ed. This is a hopeful 
hIi^d, and lueans, iaevi- 
tal)ly, iiiij)rovod con- 
difion><. As examples 
of plain speakiug on theni; inatturH, two iu- 
stances may be cited. The headlino over an 
article in a daily paper published iu a large 
western city reads: "One More Baby's Life 
Forfeited to the Game of Politics." The ar- 
ticle contains an account of an epidemic of 
scariet fever which was traced to a certain 
dairy. It specifically attributes the death of a' 
ft-year old child to tbo milk from this dairy, 
and gocH out(»s!iy: "The milk inspection 
departnumt, during the time tlw.t a milker at 
the farm was developing scailot feve', was 
playing politics. The inspectors were out 
soliciting votes among such of the dairymen 
as lived within the city limits, and had a vote 
May, 21st. On their shoulders is laid the 
blame for the infection spread through the 
city." 

The other instance also concerns the milk 
supply, this time in a large Eastern city. 
The chief inspector of creameries of the State 
Boai'd of Health made an inspection of cream- 
eries and dairies in the city aud found only 
three out of the twenty -sevmi that were u|> to 
the standard. He stated to the local Hoard 
of Health that he had no doubt that the im- 
pure milk waa the cause of the death of many 
infants, and that if the Board did not take im* 
mediate aetion the State Board wonld step in 
and force the local Board to do its duty. 
With all the agitation and l^iaUtion cooeem- 
ing milk it is scarcely possible that milk pro- 
ducerd and distributors do not knofv the role 
of impure milk in the production (»f ilisoaso 
aud doath in infants, A conscience ho defect- 
ive as to permit such conditions to exist in the 
face of that knowledge, siys The Journal of 
the Ameiic.'in Medical Association, reijuires 
dia8tic criticiHm and vigorous action to pene- 
trate it and get it in a normal working condi- 
tion. Fearless speaking by the newspapers 
and the public will surely improve the health 
sitttstioa, 



Fraud Cries 
Wim't Reach.

OLD CORNE R STON E IS FOUND 

Tha Original Landmark of th« District 
of Columbia la Brought 
to Light. 

Tbo original corner atone of the DIs 
trict of Columbia, which waa laid with 
pomp and ceremony on April IS, 1791. 
haa agala beoa brought to light, it la 
loeatod boBoath a sea waU la froat of 
foaeo' Mat Ughthoooo, on tbo Poto- 
mae below Alozaadrla. It remained 
there for 70 yeara eipoaed to the 
weather, until In 1881 It waa conceal- 
ed by the construction of tho OOO 
wall around the lighthouse. 

The United States engineer corps. 
Col W C. Langfltt commanding, has 
been making some repairs and tbe 
atone waa dtaoloaed when a amall 
part of tho rstatalBf ^1 wai re- 
moved. 

Tbo wall wUI bo rebuilt ao that the 
atooo wtti roaiala la view protected 
by a eoBoreto InchMure with a grat- 
log in front. It la expected that the 
Columbia HIatorlcal aoclety will erect 
a permanent tablet beside the relic 
to commemorate the laying of tbe 
flrat District corner stone. 

The atone Is badly weathered and 
the Inacrlptlona are nearly all Illegi- 
ble. The figure "7" may be read on 
the southeast side, thla ovldoatly be- 
ing part ot tha date.

Tbe Creeka were a powerful federa- 
tion of Indian trlbea whoae landa 
stretched through Mveral of tbe 
aouthemoioet atatoo. Tbe white aet- 
tlera, growing *moro and more numer- 
'ouo, oast envloua eyea on the rich 
Creek country and appealed to the 
United Statea government to get It 
away from Its redskin owners for 
them. It W119 th<> Bame old Htoiy <'n- 
acted so many times along the frontier 
when the whlto man has wantod the 
Indian's land. Tho government turned 
ov<>r B«voral million acres of Creek 
territory to the atate of Georgia. Mc- 
Intoah pointed out to hla people that 
uoleeo they atood Arm for their poo- 
•oealoas tho goTornmont would aooa 
have every acre of thoir onoe huge 
tract of land. Ho then drew up a law 
— which the Creeka eagerly adopted — 
making It a crime punishable by death 
for a ("roek to try to aell to the United 
States any of the remaining territory. 
This law made Mclntoah Immenaely 
popular with the Indiana. He now 
proceeded to make himaelf equally 
popular with tbe government. 

In tho War of 1812 moat of tbo 
Creoka aided with Great Britain. But 
Mclntoah declared himaelf a friend of 
tbo United Statea and managed to 
ralae a big war party, which followed 
him Bgalnst the rest of his "nation." 
He attacked a village of Creeks (At- 
aal) that had sided with Kn^hind and 
massacrc-d its 2oo men, women and 
( hllilren. in other conflicts of that 
same war he fought so savagiely 
flRHlnat hia own people as to win not 
only the rank of major, but the truat 
of our government. Incidentally hia 
aervioeo opened to him aploaaant field 
for graft 

I'he United Statoo waa eager for 
moro of the Creek landa. Mclntoah 
stood biRh In ili« Crcvk councils. He 
could he of use In ni:iiiaglnK "treaties" 
for Ih« despollliirt of hla people. He 
willingly ac(;:ipt*d the government's 
ofler and secretly became Its paid 
BKent. It was a highly profitable bit of 
double-dealing — for a time. 

Fifteen million acroi of Creek land 
were aeon after tranaferrod to tbo 
United Statea Mclntooh reaped a rich 
barveat by thla "treaty." But It 
ruined him with the Creeka. They 
made no open threata against the 
traitor; but they simply met In coun- 
cil aud re enncted Ills own former law, 
making any such futaro trangtora pun- 
tshable by death. 

In 1824 Mclntoah reoelvod a largo 
caah offer for bla eorvlcoa In a plan 
for ceding 10,000,00S more aerea of 
tho Creeka to the goTommoat Tbe 
majority of tbo Creoka flerooly pro- 
teotod agalnit thta glaring robbery. 
John C. Calhoun, aecretary of atate, 
declared that it waa cruelly unjuat. 
Preaident Monroe laid tho treaty be- 
fore tho United States senate. And, 
after John Qulncy Adams' Inaugura- 
tion, It was approved. A letter In 
which Mcintosh had offered bribe 
money to one of the Creek offlclala to 
side with tbe government waa diaoov* 
ered by tbe Indiana. Thla proved tbo 
wily balf-breed'i treachery paat all 
question. Tho Creeka — uaing hia own 
old law aa a death warraat— deolarod 
Molotooh'a life forfeited. 

Tbia time Molatoab waa really 
alarmed. He retired to a fortlfled 
hous« at MlllodKeville aud surrounded 
himaelf with a strong guard. Tbe 
Crocks went about tho traitor's execu- 
tion in a quiet, business-like way. 

On the night of May 1, 1S25, one 
hundred of them aurrounded bis 
bouoe. They sent ordera to hla guards, 
BorraBto and family to leave tho place 
at oaeo. Then they bumod tho houae 
to tho ground. Mclntooh, daablng out 
through tbe Samoa, waa ahot dead. 

No punishment was Inflicted on Mc- 
intosh's slayers. Tbe question of ven- 
geanoe was brought before President 
Adama. But, for everybody'a aake, it 
waa deonod beat to let the affair drop. 
It wfo a seaadsl tbo admlalatratloo 
did aot osM to msko too pohllo.

They 
are searching for trees that are af- 
fllcled with dlsoase ar Insects. This 
work wiin started in Pennsylvania, 
Wher> a '|w<>ase la destroying tbou- 
aands of chestnut trees. 

The boys have been of great help to 
the foreatry department In detecting 
tbla dlaoaaa and reporting the trees 
tbua afllictad to tha dopartmant of for- 
eatry. 

That work afforded an excellent 
piece of BcoutInK for boys and the re- 
Hiilt has bc»ii that boy ucoutB through- 
out the country have written to Jnmes 
i;. Wewt, chief scout exocullve of the 
l!uy Scuuts of Americi. askliiK for In- 
foi iiuitUiii about oiIk t dlixiiseB and In- 
sects that ullect trees and abruba. 

They wanted somethings daanlta to 
look for In their bikea. 

Aa a reault Ooorgo H. Merrttt, one 
of the aaeratarlaa employed by tbe 
Boy Bfionta of America, la compiling 
with tbe Bid of Qltford I'Inchot, former 



T'nited States forpsfer and member of 
the National Council of the lioy Scou'ii 
of America, a chapter for the luaiin.il 
and for the acoutmaatera outlining dif- 
lercnt diaeaaea of th« Btost atgnifloaat 
trees. 

Boya also are being taught what dia- 
eaaea of the treea and what planta are 
likely to prove harmful 'to tbemaelvea. 

This work will train the obacrvatlon 
powers of tbe boya by keeping them 
alert. Tbay will watch the treea a; l 
the ahmba more cloacly, and thronK'i 
alertness they will appreciate beauty 
of the> trees and of the surroundings, 
and tlioy will guin many baiMflctal 
results from that work. 

"Among the moat deatructlvo in- 
aects," aaid Merrltt, "must be enumer- 
ated the bark lice or scale Insects, 
plant lice, wood borera, coddling moth, 
San Joaa aeale, ttnt eatarptllara, can- 
ker worma, tuaaockmotha, leaf-mining 
beetlea, gall-formlng inaecta, chinch- 
buga, army worma, weevlla and lo- 
cuata. Aside from thia army of deatruc- 
tlun to forest and orchard tree alike, 
and to the le.sser plants, there arc alao 
(iiuBes'of loss due to such agents aa 
fungus, animala, weather conditions, 
etc. 

"The boy acouta, 1 think, can be of 
material aervlce in doing real scouting 
In locating caaea of blighted treea or 
of thoae badly affected by; Inaevts.
